Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled The Joy Of Torture is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is because of the way the publication presents sex, cruelty and violence 
including sexual violence. 

The publication contains a Japanese feature which was made in 1968, with a running time 
of just over 96 minutes. The feature contains three stories about torture in historical 
Japan, and focuses particularly upon women being tortured. The considerable focus on 
cmel and violent acts and the suffering of the victims is highly likely to disturb children 
and young teenagers. Adults are able to put the sexual and violent elements of the 
publication into the context of a dated exploitation movie. Therefore the publication is 
restricted to an audience aged 18 years of age and over. The restriction of the publication 
to adults is a reasonable limit on the rights and freedoms set out in the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. 
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
